To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Columbia,  in  the 
County  of  Coos,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of 
March,  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  up- 
on the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  vote  and  bring  in  ballots  for  the  election  of 
Town  Officers  to  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  Town  of 
Columbia  for  the  ensuing  year, 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  its  Selectmen  to 
appoint  all  other  Town  Officers  as  required  by  law. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  year  ensuing. 

4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  Old  Age,  Blind  and  Disability  Assistance  for 
the  year  ensuing. 

5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  its  Se- 
lectmen to  take  such  action  regarding  plowing  or 
otherwise  keeping  winter  roads  open  in  said  Town 
for  the  year  ensuing,  as  in  their  judgment  seems 
most  conducive  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Town,  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid 
for  Construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of 
$481.47,  the  State  to  contribute  the  sum  of  $3,209.78. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  apply  any  surplus  remaining  in  their 
hands  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1960  to  the  defray- 
ing of  Town  charges  for  the  fiscal  year  1961  in  order 
to  effect  a  proportionate  reduction  of  the  amount  to 
be  raised  by  taxes. 
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9.  To  see  what  sum  or  sums  the  Town  will  vote  to 
fix  as  the  price  per  day  for  hiring  manual  labor, 
equipment  and  trucks  for  work  on  Town  roads. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Se- 
lectmen and  other  Town  officials  to  employ  residents 
of  the  Town  for  all  Town  work,  provided  no  unneces- 
sary additional  expense  shall  thereby  be  incurred  by 
the  Town. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $55.44  (being  T/lOOOths  of  1% 
of  the  assessed  valuation)  for  the  purpose  of  uniting 
with  the  45  other  towns  in  the  White  Mountains  Re- 
gion Association  in  publicizing  and  otherwise  promot- 
ing the  natural  and  commercial  factors  upon  which 
the  economy  of  the  North  Country  is  based. 

12.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
reference  to  hiring  the  Colebrook  Fire  Precinct  for 
the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires  in  said  Town,  and 
in  the  event  of  favorable  action  to  make  necessary 
appropriation  for  the  same. 

13.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Tov/n  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  incur  debts  for  temporary  loans  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
pay  such  debts  out  of  tax  money  when  the  same  is 
received. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

16.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  discon- 
tinue the  public  library  now  maintained  in  said  Town 
of  Columbia,  in  accordance  with  New  Hampshire  Re- 
vised Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  202,  Section  5,  in 
the  event  of  discontinuance  the  library  property  of 
the  Town  to  be  loaned  or  disposed  of  by  the  Library 
Trustees,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Library 
Commission. 

17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
for  the  subject  of  Town  Charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 


18.  To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  and  removing 
the  bushes  from  the  side  of  the  highways  in  such 
places  as  the  Selectmen  think  most  expedient. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  re- 
ports of  agents,  auditors,  Selectmen  and  all  other  offi- 
cers, and  ratify  and  confirm  the  same. 

20.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
legally  come  before  the  meeting.

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Superintendent's  Report 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Columbia 
School  District : 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  althoug-h  there  is  no 
abatement  in  the  general  demand  for  a  further  shortening 
of  the  already  greatly  shortened  work  week,  more  and 
more  is  being-  heard  about  the  need  for  "Johnny"  to  spend 
both  more  hours  each  day  and  more  days  each  year  in 
school.  It  is  noted,  also,  that  in  spite  of  less  and  less 
being  heard  about  the  craftsmanship  of  his  dad  in  this 
age  of  automatism,  thero  is  an  increasing  demand  that 
this  boy,  particularly  if  he  is  gifted,  be  made  to  confine 
his  work  more  to  the  so-called  solid  subjects,  and  that  he 
be  given  a  real  rough  time  even  with  the  stretch  in  hours. 
In  light  of  what  he  certainly  is  going  to  observe  as  con- 
trasted ito  what  he  is  being  told,  the  question  might  well 
arise  to  what  extent  is  it  going  to  be  possible  to  convince 
ihis  youngster  that  it  is  good. 

When  one  stops  to  ponder  over  the  stated  means  by 
which  it  is  said  better  schools  will  result,  old  time  basis 
educational  principles  of  long  standing  come  to  mind. 
In  particular,  the  focusing  of  the  attention  primarily 
upon  intellectual  training  ot  the  utmost  ability  rather 
than  upon  the  "whole  child"  stands  out.  Recognition, 
too,  that  the  rare  qualiies  of  character  such  as  aspiration, 
determination,  and  purpose  are  perhaps  caught  as  much 
as,  if  not  more  than,  taught  indicates  a  greater  aware- 
ness of  the  imponderables  and  intangibles  in  human  be- 
havior. And  the  growing  conviction  that  there  is  no 
substitute  for  challenging  work  whether  done  in  the 
classroom  or  at  home  in  developing  ability  to  think, 
points  to  the  urgency  of  the  provision  of  schools  with  a 
balance  that  will  hang  on  to  that  which  has  continued 
value,  delete  that  which  is  unessential,  and  emphasize 
that  which  is  most  vital. 

Teachers 

As  has  been  reiterated  again  and  again,  with  little  or 
no  change  in  the  prolonged  teacher  shortage  in  the  fore- 
seeable future,  we  are  very  fortunate  to  have  veteran 
teachers  in  all  our  schools.  The  teachers,  with  respec- 
tive schools  and  grades,  are  Mrs.  Florence  B.  Hughes, 
Church,  Grades  1-4;  Mrs.  Myra  A.  Holbrook,  Grand  Div- 
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ision,  Grades  5-8;  and  Mrs.  Isabella  D.  Spofford,  Cone, 
Grades  1-4. 

School  Nurse  -  Health 

With  ever  more  conclusive  evidence  gathered  to  the 
effect  that  with  other  thing-s  being  equal,  the  effective- 
ness of  work  done  in  school  by  the  pupil  is  directly  pro- 
portional to  his  or  her  overall  health,  the  importance  of 
the  stellar  work  done  by  our  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Ethel  S. 
Sturgis,  becomes  increasingly  more  apparent. 

Aided  as  she  is  with  modern  up-to-date  equipment 
and  the  "know  how"  through  many  years  of  experience, 
such  professional  services  are  rendered  as  the  administer- 
ing of  periodic  immunizations,  the  giving  of  complete 
physical  examinations  every  four  years,  and  the  conduct- 
ing of  annual  x-ray  and  pre-school  clinics  as  well  as  the 
many  and  varied  constant  check-ups  conducted  from  time 
to  time  during  the  year. 

Repairs  -  Equipment 

Repair  work  done  during  the  past  year  has  included 
the  shingling  of  the  front  side  of  the  woodished  and  the 
toilet  roofs  at  the  Grand  Division  School ;  the  shingling 
of  the  classroom  section  and  woodshed  roofs  on  the  front 
side  at  the  Cone  School ;  painting  inside  both  boys'  and 
girls'  toilets  at  all  three  schools ;  installing  an  exit  door 
leading  directly  from  the  classroom  to  the  out-of-doors 
on  the  South  side  of  the  building  at  the  Church  and  Cone 
Schools ;  and  such  miscellaneous  repairs  as  would  keep 
all  buildings  in  a  good  state  of  maintenance. 

Although  most  equipment  purchased  this  year  has 
been  confined  to  those  items  customarily  obtained  for  in- 
structional purposes,  several  additional  pupils'  chairs 
and  desks  will  be  needed  to  accommodate  the  increased 
enrollment  in  the  schools  within  the  district  another 
year. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

The  enrollment  in  the  schools  within  the  district  is 
the  largest  that  it  has  been  for  six  years  as  it  is  65  at  the 
time  of  this  writing  as  compared  to  59,  58,  54,  54,  and  49 
for  the  respective  preceding  five  years.  The  average 
percentage  of  attendance  for  the  three  schools  for  the 
past  year  was  96.54  and  the  average  number  of  tardiness- 
es per  pupil  was  .14. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  schools  out- 
side the  district  shows  an  even  more    marked    increase 
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than  it  does  inside,  as  it  is  67  at  the  present  time  in  com- 
parison to  50,  56,  46,  51  and  46  for  the  respective  preced- 
ing five  years.  A  breakdown  of  these  totals  taken  in  the 
same  successvie  order  shows  28,  20,  20,  21,  25,  and  23  at 
the  high  school  level  and  39,  30,  36,  25,  26,  and  23  at  the 
elementary  level. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

The  School  Board's  budget  for  1961-62  is  $44,731.00 
as  compared  to  $38,317.00  for  the  current  year.  This 
amount  is  reduced  by  estimated  state  aid  of  $12,O0O'.0O 
which  leaves  a  balance  of  $32,731.00  to  be  raised  by  taxes 
by  the  town.  For  the  most  part,  the  substantial  increase 
in  the  budget  for  next  year  is  explained,  as  will  be  noted 
in  the  budget  breakdown  found  on  subsequent  pages  in 
this  report,  by  provision  for  increases  in  salaries,  higher 
tuition  costs,  and  the  purchase  of  equipment. 

Conclusion 

May  I  ag^ain  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  the  School  Board,  parents,  teachers,  and  citi- 
7:ens  for  all  the  assistance  and  cooperation  received  as  we 
have  worked  together  in  an  effort  to  provide  the  best  pos- 
sible education  for  our  boys  and  girls.  It  is  only  with 
the  help  of  you  all  that  high  standards  can  be  achieved 
and  maintained.
